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Report 

The  Shrine  was  recognized  as  a  Witan  Shrine  on  February  14th,  2013,  under  the 
imperium  of  Rev.  [s!ffWsB5BiEW»E  HP,  after  having  operated  as  a  Formal  Distance 
Shrine  for  just  over  a  year. 

There  have  been  many  changes  in  membership  since  the  last  report.  Rev  I9D 
is  no  longer  a  member  of  the  Shrine.  I  have  appointed  IBHWitSg^SIBBtS  as 
Pursuivant  Priest.  I  have  also  appointed  BSSBirflffEn  as  Shrine  Coordinator 
HIBHHi  holds  a  position  as  the  third  Board  Member  in  addition  to  Rev. 
HP  and  me.  EHfflE^^HBflflriEliffl  has  been  appointed  as  Acting  Priestess  on  an 
interim  basis,  pending  completion  of  her  training  and  recognition  as  First  Degree  clergy 
within  the  Tradition. 

In  late  October  of  2012,  we  hosted  our  First  Annual  Pagan  Potluck  Picnic  at  a 
local  public  park.  We  had  approximately  20  people  in  attendance.  We  hosted  a  public 
Yule  circle  as  well,  with  approximately  17  people  in  attendance.  Recently  we  hosted  a 
public  Imbolc  circle,  with  approximately  18  in  attendance. 

We  currently  list  15  members,  all  of  which  are  mostly  active  in  participation.  This 
number  includes  me. 

We  have  moved  the  physical  location  of  the  Shrine  to  a  much  better  place,  along 
with  our  residence.  Our  current  residence  is  large  enough  in  yard  space,  living  room, 
and  dining  room  space  to  function  as  the  Shrine  location  as  well.  We  will  be  holding  our 
first  public  event  here  at  Ostara. 

On  February  9th,  2013,  the  local  newspaper  (The  Dispatch)  ran  a  front  page 
article  about  the  Shrine.

This  article  has  raised  awareness  of  our  religion,  Tradition  and  Shrine  in  the  local 
area,  and  has  generated  quite  a  few  interest  contacts. 

We  maintain  a  small  web  presence  through  a  website

have  a  dedicated  telephone  for  the  Shrine. 

Beginning  with  the  February  Full  Moon,  we  are  holding  Full  Moon  Esbats  for 
Shrine  members.  We  are  incorporating  Shrine  meetings  with  each  Esbat  to  discuss  any 
business  that  has  presented  itself  since  the  last  meeting  and  that  cannot  or  has  not 
been  addressed  on  the  e-mail  list. 

We  are  planning  to  start  holding  classes  for  the  Shrine  members,  possibly  once  a 
month  in  the  weeks  oppositional  to  the  Full  Moon  Esbats.  There  has  been  talk  among 
the  Shrine  members  of  also  hosting  public  classes  and  more  events.  I  have  listed  our 
Shrine  with  the  local  public  library  (in  their  database)  to  be  able  to  utilize  their  meeting 
and  conference  rooms  for  classes.  The  only  restriction  that  may  pose  an  issue  is  that 
the  library  will  not  allow  partisan  or  indoctrination  type  meetings  or  classes.
